T urley replied th a t this 
manner in civil life. 
With the strength

Coupled with this is a 
lofty devotion and a spirit of self-sacri­ 
fice. 
“ It seems to me Cronjo has iff ired 
himself and his men as a sacrifice to 
hold Lord Roberts’ great anay in check 
till a second line of defense is complete. 
“ If Cronje and his men are captured 
it will not end the war. ft will be a 
tremendous blow, but not a mortal one. 
“The war will not end until Pretend 
falls.”

TRAINING OF ANIMALS. 


O nly A c c o m p lish e d . It la S a id , b y th o 
Lac o f th e W h ip . 
The popular theory that animals can 
be taught tricks by firmness and kind­ 
ness is a grim error, according to a vet­ 
eran circus man who has sent forth 
the dictum that no animal was ever 
trained to do anything unnatural ex­ 
cept by punishment. 
If It knows bun­ 
ger or pain will follow disobedience, It 
will obey 
It takes tile whip to break the colt to 
harness or saddle, hut the end Justifies 
the means, and the animal’s intelli­ 
gence wheu once it has learned Its les­ 
son does away with further use of the 
whip. 
But if a horse is taught tricks* 
such as one sees In a circus, the con­ 
stant use of the whip is necessary, 
aud the little pat on the neck the train­ 
er gives the animal in public is not be­ 
stowed in private. There Is never any 
let up In their training. 
Trained dogs always appeal to wom­ 
en aud children, for the little animals 
appear to thoroughly enjoy their work. 
But the barking and frisking are only 
the natural joy of the poor beasts at 
being let out of the cramped quarters 
where they stay when they are not in 
the ring. 
Moreover, they know the 
trainer does not whip them in public. 
There is scarcely a trick a trained dog 
does that he likes or that he will do at 
order unless punished. 
Willis Cobb 
was the first dog trainer to make a 
reputation, ami when he was middle 
aged he abandoned his profession be­ 
cause, he said, he had not the heart to 
go on making a living by whipping 
dogs.—Cleveland World.

Rill Informed the member 
that be must have one located, nnd 
then be opened Ids bag of snakes and 
aa they began crawling Bill lifted up 
bls voice and called the people to re 
pentance. 
Ile told them tile snakes 
would do no harm lf they (the people;

The Court of Claims Woald Not Allow

Thereupon the bourd punned a resolution in­ 
structing the president to notify the steel 
company that tho existence of uny auch con­ 
tract wain deniid. 
The bill then recites that previous to Jan. 
1000, the board of directors of tile coke com­ 
pany was composed of five members, but upon 
said date, at a meeting of the stockholders, th® 
memliership was inc ream d to seven, and Thoe. 
Lynek, H. C. Frick, George Lauder, James 
Gayley, A. M. Moreland, D. M. Clemson and 
Thomas Morrison now compose the board. 
That Gayley, Moreland, Clemson or Morrison 
were not stockholders or owners of any shares 
of stock of the coke company, and were Inter­ 
est id only by virtue of owning several inter­ 
est in the Carnegie Steel company, but that 
upon said date the steel company transferred 
five shares of the coke company’s stock to each 
of these four defendants. That, notwithstand­ 
ing such transfers, the said shares still remain 
in truth the property of the steel company and 
were made only for qualifying the defendant* 
to hold the office of directors. 
Yet the said four defendants were placed on 
the board of the coke company by the Carnegie 
company to subject the acts and management 
of the coke company to the will and interests of 
the Carnegie Steel company and Andrew Car­ 
negie.

directors with Carnegie and Lewder, acting in 
the interest of Carnegie and the steel company 
fo r the purpose of putting forth some excuse 
to cheat and defraud, all the stockholders other 
than the members of tho steel company, and 
actwl as a representative of Carnegie and th® 
steel company, and not honestly and in good 
faith for tho coke company. They were guilty, 
not only of constructive, but atwo of actual 
fraud.

It takes tile whip to break the colt to 
harness or saddle, but the end justifies 
the menus, and the animal’s Intelli­ 
gence when once It lias learned its les­ 
son does away with further use of the 
whip. 
But if a horse is taught tricks^ 
sud) as one sees lo a circus, the con­ 
stant use of the whip is necessary, 
aud the little pat on the neck the trains 
er gives the animal in public is not be­ 
stowed in private. There Is never any 
let up In their training. 
Trained dogs always appeal to wom­ 
en aud children, for the little animals 
appear to thoroughly enjoy their work. 
But the barking and frisking are only 
the natural joy of the poor beasts at 
being let out of the cramped quarters 
where they stay when they are not In 
the ring. 
Moreover, they know the 
trainer does not whip them in public. 
There Is scarcely a trick a trained dog 
does that lie likes or that he will do at 
order uuless punished. 
Willis Cobb 
was the first dog trainer to make a 
reputation, and when he was middle 
aged he abandoned his profession be­ 
cause, be said, he had not the heart to 
go on making a living by whipping 
dogs.—Cleveland World.

T he F irst W ar C orrespondent. 
As far as can be gathered, the first 
recognized war correspondent to a 
newspaper was a man, whose name, 
unhappily, has sunk into oblivion, at 
the siege of Antwerp in 1831. 
Much 
earlier in the century, though, there 
was in an informal and unrecognized 
manner a witness named Peter Pinner- 
ty—one can make a shrewd guess at 
his nationality—“who on his return 
from the Waieheren expedition told 
the British public a good deal more 
about that unfortunate naval and mili­ 
tary blunder than the British govern­ 
ment of the day cared to have publish 
ed.” 
There was, too, some really ad­ 
mirable pen and ink work about the 
Carlist war in the London papers, not­ 
ably by Frederick Hardman and C. L. 
Grulnesen. Mr. Gruinesen fell Into the 
hands of the Carlists and was about 
to be shot when be was rescued from 
his impending fate by the intercession

Rev. Bill Scroggins was a character 
jc a border county of Missouri in Lb44. 
How he actj ti ired the ecclesiastical pre­ 
fix aud what lie did uuder the title 
were stories which used to be told in 
the farmhouses of what is now known 
as Cass county. 
They said he had been a snake 
charmer when he was a youug man, 
that he traveled about the country as a 
•ort of magician aud that he showed 
farmers with his divining rod where to 
dig wells. 
The people of what was then a fron­ 
tier country assembled once a year in 
their respective com rn ti iii tics and held 
camp meetings. 
On oue of these reli­ 
gious occasions Bill followed tile crowd 
with his bag of reptiles. The minister, 
an old man whose face was lit that of 
a patriarch, told the story in a sermon j 
of Moses lifting up the brazen serpent 
In the camp of Israel under the com 
mand of Jehovah. The Missouri farm 
cr who used to entertain travelers with 
the recital said that Hie congregation 
W’as not particularly moved by the ap 
peal, but after its delivery Bill Scrog­ 
gins got up and announced that lie had 
a bag of real. crawling, hissing reptiles 
which he would exhibit after dinner 
just outside the en tup ground, and be 
Claimed that lie would show the people 
some snake tricks which would beat 
the Mosaic story they had Just heard. 
In spite of tin* protest of the minister 
the people turned out to the live snake 
•how. and Bill gave them an exhibition 
which was a great success. 
It is said. 
or It used to lie said, that there wasn’t 
• snake trick which Bill Scroggins’ 
serpents didn't do 
When the exhibi­ 
tion was over. Bill told the people tlint 
be was a sort of missionary himself in 
00001*01100 with his business of locat­ 
ing wells and that he would call on 
each member in the evening and advise 
with them as to their spiritual aud 
worldly wants. 
When he called, his first question 
was, Aflare you got a well?” 
lf the 
reply was In tile negative, and wells 
were nenree. Bill Informed the member 
that be must have one located, and 
then be opened Ills bag of snakes and 
•a they begnu crawling Bill lifted up 
bls voice ami called the people to re­ 
pentance. 
Ile told them the snakes 
would do no harm lf they (the people; 
would give bim the Job of locating 
wells. 
It was a tax on human belief, but 
the Missourian who told the story j 
Touched for the truth of his assertion 
that the people gave Bill more orders 
than b* could fill In one season and 
that be broke up the camp meeting. I 
He was the first heretic In the west, 
although the word was unknown In 
that country then. He lH*cnme famous 
and was In demand. Wherever he trav­ 
eled be bad Ids bag of trnlued snakes. 
and be waxed fat and became Inde- 
pendent. 
Whenever there was any doubt about 
the success of any movement the word 
was passisl that Rev. Bill Scroggins 
•bonld In* summoned. 
People In that section believed In 
ghosts, aa many more enlightened peo­ 
ple believe In them in this day. There 
was one ghost which had doue a lively 
business along the highway between 
the county seat and a river kuown to 
this day os Bear creek 
It was the 
custom of this ghost to chase belated 
horsemen over the highway until the 
ford at Bear creek was reached. There 
the chase stopped. 
The ghost nevet 
crossed the stream. 
When the fame of Rev. Bill Scrog­ 
gins bad spread abroad. It was sug­ 
gested that he travel over the Bear 
creek road and try his hand on the 
spirit. 
Bill accepted the call. 
He 
made a number of Journeys before the 
ghost materia I teed, and there were 
people who began doubting the exist­ 
ence of the ghost, while others cited 
Rev. Bill as oue who could overcome 
anything, and bv that token be bad 
made the ghost take to the woods The 
community was equally divided. 
However, the ghost showed up one 
Bight In the midst of a storm and chal 
longed Rev. Bill to ride for Ids life 
The snake ecclesiastic refused, aud 
there was ii contest In which Bill's 
horse was killed and he was left afoot 
The ghost got the bag of snakes and 
escaped to the ford when* Bill over 
took bim on (lie following dav. aud the 


contest was renewed. 
The ghost un­ 
dertook to turn the snakes on Bill, but 
they refused to act. Bill got possession 
of them and turned them on the spirit 
They drove the spirit into Bear creek 
and across It. and the spirit tied. and 
that was the end of tile ghost in that 
country 
Bill returned in triumph to the coun­ 
ty seat and told the story 
It was re­ 
ceived with some doubt, but as years 
slipp'd by and nobody was chased 
people began to believe Bill and apol­ 
o g ies came In rather lute 
But Bill was 
vindicated. Then he mysteriously dls- 
Ipoearcd. 
Some rears Inter a den of snakes was 
discovered In what is now Bates coun­ 
ty. Mo., the adjoining county on the 
south to Tass. and In this den was dis* 
revered the skeleton of a man 
in the 
opinion of ninny the skeleton was none 
other than flint of Rev Rill Scroggins 
So well was his memory revered that 
Hie hones were collected from the 
m ake den. and when the first court­ 
house was built In Cass county. It is 
said. they were placed In a box under 
the cornerstone and were found there 
years after when the old courthouse 
wus demolished. - Brooklyn Bagle.

the resisting force to 80,000 men. 
This

tween 60,000 and 70,000 men in the 
field. 
The gathering of this army across the 
path of Lord Roberts gives significance 
to General Cronie’s steadfast defense. 
He has engaged the corps of Lord Rob­ 
erts for ten days now, and, whether he 
is relieved or not, he lias given time for 
the dispersed Boer fractions to get to­ 
gether and to prepare positions to re­ 
ceive the* Britisn advance when Crouje 
is overcome and Lord Roberts moves for­ 
ward. 
It is difficult to conceive that the Boors 
are strong enough to take the offensive 
and to release General Cronje from his 
precarious situation 
He may hold out for a few days. The 
correspondents seem to have no exact 
information respecting his resources. 
Some say he has plenty of food, but is 
short of ammunition. 
Others assert 
that he abandoned his food supplies. 
but kept abundant supplies of cart­ 
ridges. 
General Buller on Saturday faced the 
last and strongest positions of the Boers 
who bar his way to Ladysmith. The 
strenuous fighting indicates a battle be­ 
tween armies, rather than rear guard 
actions protecting a retreat. 
On Thursday and Friday he lost 43 of­ 
ficers killed aud wounded, representing 
probably a total loss of 400 to 500. 
General White’s guns worked on S it- 
unlay upon the Boer positions, and a 
heliogram from Ladysmith reported 
that the Boers were retreating and that 
larger rations were being issued in view 
of the fact that relief seemed at hand.

DECIDED AGAINST DEWEY. 


The Court o f Claims W ould Not Allow 


Hi* Contention a* to Spanish 
Shore Batteries. 


W ashington, Feb. 27.—The United 
States court of claims rendered an 
opinion on the claim of Admiral Dewey, 
his officers and men for naval bounty! 
under section 4,635 of the revised stat­ 
utes, for the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet in Manila bay, May I, 1898, the 
court holding that the claimant has a 
right to recover for each person on board 
the enemy’s ships the sum of $100. 
This decision is upon the basis that 
the admiral’s fleet was superior to the 
Spanish fleet, and excludes the shore 
batteries, the torpedoes and the mines 
in Manila bay, from consideration. Ad­ 
miral Dew e ’’s claim was for $200 for 
each man belonging to the enemy’s 
fleet, including the supporting shore 
batteries, mines and torpedoes.

But if a horse is taught tricks, 
such as one sees In a circus, the con­ 
stant use of the whip is necessary, 
and the little pat ou the neck the train­ 
er gives the animal in public is not be­ 
stowed In private. There is never any 
let up in their training. 
Trained dogs always appeal to wom­ 
en aud children, for the little animals 
appear to thoroughly enjoy their work.
